,.e  of  the  thrilling  advent  .res  of.  the 
unparahdled  sHOWslorm  was  tho'attempt 
f  a  party  of  Bloomfield  gentlsuien  to  walk 
home  from  Ro-evillcc  Monday  evening. 

I  he  party  was  coiiqs*sed  of  Mc-^rs.  Benj. 

F  Baldwin.  Fred.  R  Filch,  Ira  Dodd,  R. 
Thori  HI  Clias  L.  Seibert  ami  Albert  Me 
Dougi.il,  a  boy  of  .-ixteeq  They  left  the 
R  .Seville  depot  at  5*1*.  M  ,  in  llio  face  of 
tiie  storm.  They  proceeded  about  two 
hundred  yards  when  they  encountered  a 
mountain  of  snow.  Four  of  ihe  party 
struggled  bravely  through  it.  Messrs. 
Dodd  and  Thome  1  gave  out  and  conclud¬ 
ed  to  go  back  Toe  other  four,  after  a 
brief  consultation,  decided  to  goon.  At 
Grove  street  the  bo\  gave  out  and  it  was  a 
serious  question  how  to  get  him  to  a  place 
of  shelter.
